CHINA. 


TIENTSIN. 

A correspondent writes as follows under date 30th January :— 

About ten o’clock last night the residents of the British 
Settlement observed the sky lighted up in the direction of the 
city, and we learnt this ntnen rt it arose from the burning 
of some stacks of millet stalks—the fuel of this part of China— 
stored in a yard outside the angle of the city wall between the 
East and South gates ; the work is suspected to be incendiarism. 
It might, however, I imagine, have been caused by the letting off 
of fire-crackers on account of the New-Year. e wind 
very fortunately gone down at dusk ; and the fire did not spread 
to the adjoining yards of millet stalks. In winter at Tientsin, 
when the river and road waters are all frozen, it is extremely 
difficult to extinguish conflagrations in town. 

The thermometer stood this morning at daylight 13 deg. The 
ice both in the river and the lakes is fourteen inches in thickness. 
It was feared at one time that it would be difficult to gather a 
stock for next summer’s consumption here, and for exportation, 
owing to the very mild weather we had up to the last few days 
of the Chinese year. Now, however, there is no danger of our 
stock failing, ice is plentiful and thick. 

About two weeks back it was currently mentioned by the 
people in the city that the army for Kansuh, amounting to 
thirty thousand soldiers, exclusive of officers, and all belonging to 
Le-hung-chang’s Southern Legion, would start in two divisions 
for Kansuh on the 16th January. Some few days later the 
people of Tientsin learnt that, as the first division was on the 
point of starting, the order for marching had been counter- 
manded ; the ground for the change being that the roads through 
the province of Shanse had been ascertained to be covered with 
several feet of snow, rendering it quite impossible for the men 
to march over it. The army had already been fully furnished 
with ammunition for the mfles (muzzle-loading Enfields), and 
with the different kinds of ammunition suitable for the guns of 
the different batteries of artillery attached to each division. 
Kanchow, the capital of the province of Kansuh, is 5,044 
le distant from Peking; Oroumtsi, where the Mahomme- 
dan rebels had, some three months ago, their head-quarters, 
must be at least 6,000 le, or 2,000 miles English, distant 
from Tientsin. If the men have to march on foot all that 
distance, and if we allow them to average thirty le or ten 
miles a day, which will be a good day's march when we take 
into consideration that each man will have to carry a considerable 
weight, namely, his rifle, ammunition, say thirty rounds, his 
clothes, his bedding, and some provisions, the two divisions will 
take at least two hundred days, or, speaking roughly, seven 
months, to reach the present seat of war near Oroumtsi. As the 
mild summer weather in that region will be then nearly over, 
we can see that their campaign during the present year will only 
be a short one; and that the Manchu dynasty will not derive 
much benefit from this army during the year 1873. 
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A servant of a merchant was carrying, four days back, a sum 
of about two hundred taels from his employer’s hong to another 
hong, and while going through the public streets was stopped 
by some people, beaten, and robbed. I hear that the Tientsin 
district magistrate has, in consequence of the robbery, been dis- 
missed from his post. I mention this cireumstance to show that 
the higher authorities are alive to keeping strict order in the city, 
and that, should the subordinate officials fail to do so, they incur 
severe punishment. 


SHANGHAI. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 21st 
February ; the French mail from London Jan. 3 arrived out 
on the 19th Feb. The following items of news are from the 
North China Herald :— ~ 


The Engineer-in-Chief to the Customs has prepared and placed 
at our disposal a tide table for the last six months of 1872, show- 
ing all the day and night tides—z.e., those from dawn to dusk, 
and those from dusk to dawn. We observe that while the night 
tides in July and in the three following months average con- 
siderably higher than the day ones, the reverse occurs in the 
months of November and December. 

News has been received of the wreck of the British barque 
Siam, late Maria Therese, on her way from Hakodadi to Shanghai 
with seaweed, &c. She went ashore on the Nippon side of the 
Tsugar Straits, at the entrance of Awamori Bay, and is believed 
to be a total loss. Assistance has been sent to her, but it is 
thought the case is a bad one; she is, we believe, well insured. 

The Grand Duke Alexis is likely to visit Shanghai in the 
course of a few weeks—after the Hong Kong Races, probably. 

We have to notice the issue of the Desk Hong List for 1873, 
which appears in bulkier proportions, as it embraces a wider 
range of information and aims at more extended usefulness. 
Among the additions are a list of roads in English and Chinese, 
and such colloquial phrases as may be of use in giving directions 
to coolies and chain besvera In the list of hongs we may notice 
that, after many endeavours to reduce the Chinese names to a 
uniform system of romanised rendering, and to the local pro- 
nunciation, the compilers have been obliged to give the task up, 
and to leave each resident to treat the language as may seem 
best in his own eyes. A Peking Directory is introduced for the 
first time, and a legation page precedes that giving the members of 
Her Britannic Majesty’s Diplomatic and Consular Service. 
‘John Wilson, an able seaman of the ss. Craigforth, is in cus- 
tody on a charge of manslaughter. He had been fined $3.50 for 
drunkenness, and ordered to return to his ship. When he got on 
board one of his messmates, named Alfred Kite, on seeing him, 
expressed regret that he should have been in the lock-up, and 
that he had not the means to secure his release. Wilson resented 
this as an insult, and both being in liquor at the time, from words 
they came to blows, and went on deck to fight. There they at- 
tracted the attention of the third mate, who directly attempted 
to separate them. A blow seems, however, to have passed before 
he could reach them ; at any rate, while he was restraining Wil- 
son, Kite fell back into the open gangway, near which he was 
standing at the time ; the mate again caught him, but could not 
prevent him from falling over the side. He kept him suspended 
as long as he could, but was eventually obliged to let go his hold, 
and Kite fell head foremost into the water between the steamer 
and the wharf, and was,drowned. 

About a week ago two sampans were seized, confiscated, and 
hauled up on the Customs’ jetty, and remained there until the 
19th February, with a placard on each explaining the cause of 
confiscation, which was smuggling salt. By order of the Taoutai 
they were sawn in twain from stem to stern, and the pieces 
placed in a boat and taken over to Pootung godown. A case of 
smuggling saltpetre on board the Chinese steamer Aden has also 
been detected, and that vessel has been detained in consequence 
by the Taoutai, until the offender, who has absconded, is caught.

HONG KONG. 
Our advices extend to the 27th Feb.-; the outward P. and O. 


mail of Jan. 10 was received on the 22nd Feb. The following 
items are from the Daily Press:— — 


The annual meeting of the shareholders in the Hong Kong 
and Whestbee Dock Company was held on the 24th Feb., the 
Hon. J. ittall presiding. The Chairman, in. referring to the 


report, said it was very pleasing to the directors to be able to lay 
before them such a satisfactory one. The directors had only re- 
commended the usual dividend of 3 per cent. for the half-year, 
the balance being written off as heretofore. Of the $107,000.63 
available for distribution, the dividend of $30,000, $6,000 to 
contributing shareholders, the directors’ and auditors’ fees, would 
absorb $38,750, leaving $638,950.63, of which it was proposed to 
write off $65,500 for depreciation. The balance to be carried 
to new account would thus be $3,350.63. The directors in- 
tended to continue this policy as long as the mort to the 
Hong Kong Insurance Company remained unpaid ; the share- 
holders indirectly received the benefit in the increased value of 
the shares. The amount to be paid under this arrangement to 
the Hong Kong Insurance Company was one quarter of the pre- 
sent debt, and before the next meeting he hoped they would be 
able to pay a like sum, thus reducing the debt to one-half. He 
would now propose that the report be accepted, and the accounts 
passed. The motion was carried unanimously. Messrs. Whittall 
and Deacon, the retiring directors, were then re-elected, as were 
also Messrs. Coxon and Mitchell, auditors. The Hon. Mr. 
Rowett then proposed a vote of thanks to the chairman, which 
was carried by acclamation. 

The annual meeting of the China Fire Insurance Company 
was held the same day. The Chairman, Mr. Lowcock, said the 
directors congratulated the shareholders on the working of the 
company. The increase in their receipts compared favourably 
with the other local offices, and their losses had been trifling, only 
amounting to $145, though others had been paid belonging to 
the previous year. Calculating upon the average of losses since 
the office was started, he hoped they would be able to return 
next year 207 per cent. to contributors. The reserve fund now 
amounted to more than was necessary under the articles of as- 
sociation. The motion that the report be adopted was seconded 
by Mr. Burrows, and carried unanimously. Messrs. Joost and 
Huntington having been appointed to the Board in the room of 
two directors who had gone home, and Messrs, Arthur and Forbes, 
the retiring directors, having been re-elected, Messrs. McDouall 
and Deacon were re-appointed auditors, and the meeting sepa- 
rated with the customary votes of thanks to the chairman and 
the directors. 

The interesting ceremony of launching a steamer built in the 
colony has again been performed, this time at the Kowloon 
Docks. The vessel launched wasa beautiful little steamer named 
the Canlaon, 118 feet in length, with a beam of 18} feet, and a 
depth of 74 feet, built at the docks by Mr. R. Duncan. Sheisa 
composite vessel, her iron framing being 3in. by 3in., and 
sented a very attractive appearance as she stood ready for launch- 
ing, her model being extremely pretty. She has been constructed 
on the order of Messrs. Lane, Crawford, and Co., for her owners 
at Manila, and is intended for the local eke fa trade of the 
irs pra _ A numerous party of ladies and gentlemen were 
invited to witness the launch, and the ceremony of naming the 
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vessel was performed by Miss Crawford. The Canlaon was sub- 

sequently hauled alongside the wharf, where her boiler, con- 

. atructed at Whampoa, was already waiting for her. She is to 
have a pair of engines, each of 15-horse power nominal, working 

up to 120-horse power. Messrs. Lane, Crawford, and Co. expect 

e ae her to sea before the end of March, as everything is ready 
or her. 

News has been received from Yokohama of the total loss of 
the French barque Ormoy, while on a passage from Yokohama 
to Kobe to load rice for Amoy. The Ormoy was wrecked on the 
30th January, on an island forty-five miles from Yokohama. 
The crew remained on the island fifteen days, when a junk 
arrived and conveyed then to Yokohama. The captain remains 
in Yokohama, but the chief officer and five of the Malay crew 
have arrived here. 

The usual salutes on Washington’s birthday were not fired, in 
consequence of there not being any United States man-of-war in 
harbour, the Monacacy, daily expected, not having arrived. The 
American residents were, however, heartily congratulated on the 
return of the anniversary, and the day was by no means forgotten 
at the festivities usual during the races. 

Dr. Charles John Wharry has reported his arrival in the 
colony, and is appointed superintendent of the Government Civil 
Hospital ; under instructions from the Secretary of State. 

Mr. Adolph Eimbcke is officially recognised as Peruvian Con- 
sul, and Mr. Frensberg, Interpreter of the German Consulate, 
is recognised provisionally as German Consul, vice Eimbcke, re- 
tired

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. ; 

We have advices from this port to March 7th; the French 
mail from London Jan. 31 arrived out March 4. The following 
summary of news is from the Singapore Daily Times :— 

The Legislative Council will meet on the 10th March in the 
Council Chamber, unless telegraphic notice should be received 
from Pe that the next home mail will arrive here on that 
day, in which case the Council will not meet till the following 
day. The object of this early session is, as stated in the last 
parayraph but one of the Governor's speech closing the Session 
of 1872, “ for the purpose of giving effect to certain sf measures 
to complete some reforms in the law and the mode of its admini- 
stration, the necessity for which has been for some time admitted.” 
At its meeting the Council will adjourn to afford a further op- 

rtunity of considering the proposed measures. The usual 

ormalities will be observed at the opening of the session. 

Judgment has been delivered by the Chief Justice, in a case 
which has excited considerable interest among mercantile men 
here, viz., that of Pitre Fruchard v. Adolph Emil Schmidt and 
others. This was an action by the owner of the ship, the French

We should have imagined that 
Great Britain would be represented there or thereabouts in the 
shape of a man-of-war in this little difficulty, but the wise eco- 
nomy of Government leaves a central station of vital importance 
like {Singapore and the Straits with only a worn out hulk like 
the Zbra for protection. i, 

Our‘ readers will remember that a match was played last 
month ‘between the Singapore Cricket Club and eleven of the 
10th Regiment, in which the Club were beaten. A return match 
has been played at the Tanglin Barracks, which the Club won 
by only two runs. The finish was one of the most exciting ever 
witnessed in Singapore, and gave a zest to the match which will 
probably lead to more good sport.

2.10; 64 reed 
Tis. 2.29. T-Cloths: Sales very trifling, but nearly all kinds slowly 
improving in value, Mexican 7-lbs. having realised Tls. 1.70. Drills: 
Scarcely any movement had taken place, quotations nominal, many 
sellers but few buyers. Jeans: A considerable business reported, 
and prices ae improved, the range being from Tis. 2.06 to 2.15. 
Sheetings: English 14 to 15 Ibs., Tls. 2.65 to 3.15, and in some little 
demand. Fancy Cottons: The trade in Fancies continued desultory in 
character, restricted in range and insignificant in value. Woollens: 
Attention chiefly directed to Scarlet Long Ells and assorted Camleta.

16.50 for 
favourite chop and colours. Metals were unaltered.

Maniia.—-A moderate amount of business had been transacted in 
Piece Goods during the fortnight, and rates for Plain Staples were firm 
at former quotations.

THE SUEZ CANAL. 

(April lst.) Mr. Battie Cocnranr wished to introduce a matter to 
the notice of the House in which the Government had been very much 
to blame. The Suez Canal, established by M. Lesseps, cost £16,000,000, 
half of which was subscribed by a French company ; and, notwithstand- 
ing the canal was on the high road to India, the scheme had never been

supported by the English Government ; Lord Palmerston, indeed, did 
everything to op it, and not a hundred pounds of English money 
was engaged in the speculation. The tonnage rate for goods was f.104 
gi ton, and f.10 for each passenger, so that one of our troop ships on 
er way to India paid something like £1,400. Two years ago M. 
made a e in the method of levying these dues ; he did not alter 
the rate, but he resolved that in future the charge should be made upon 
the gross instead of upon the net tonnage, the result being that the 
ships paid on the engines and boilers and all spare space. That had 
been done in the beginning of 1872, and since then ships had been 
charged not on the net tonnage, but on the gross tonnage. The Messa- 
geries Maritimes appealed against that proceeding, and in two or three 
months a decision was given in favour of the Suez Canal Company. The 
case was then carried to another Court in Paris, which reversed the deci- 
sion. But in point of fact the whole case between the Messageries and 
the Suez Canal Company was a private arrangement, the object being to 
put the authority over the Suez Canal Company into the hands of a 
French Court. That naturally excited great indignation. Now, he 
wanted to know whether, when the matter was laid before the Govern- 
ment, they resisted or accepted what had been done. There 
was another point which was deserving of attention. By the capitu- 
lations with Egypt anything brought before a Court must be tried in 
the defendant’s Court, and therefore, whenever our shipowners ap- 
pealed against these excessive tolls, the action was brought before the 
Court of the French Consul-General at Cairo. He need not say that 
the decisions were naturally given against us. And here he must say 
that in the matter of judicial reforms our Foreign Secretary had en- 
tirely failed in his duty of representing our interests in the East. In 
1870 Lord Granville saw the absolute necessity of those judicial re- 
forms. A Commission sat at Cairo, and the representatives of all the 
Powers agreed to the reform. He had the honour of bringing the ques- 
tion before the House last year, and subsequently in the autumn the 
Commissioners met at Constantinople and the judicial reforms were 
agreed to. But suddenly the French Government, seeing the import- 
ance of keeping the Suez Canal in the hands of France, and of thus 
having in its power to stop our communications with the East, said 
they would not consent to ‘hos judicial reforms. Every Government 
in Europe, with the exception of France, was in favour of them. But 
what did Lord Granville do? Did he show that courage which an 
English Foreign Minister ought to display, or that decision of character 
which we had a right to expect from him, when France, for her own 
selfish purpose, refused her consent to the judicial reforms ? Not at all. 
Lord Granville only said, “‘ We will never do anything without the con- 
sent of France.” Who was President of the Commission at Constan- 
tinople? Our most admirable Consul-General, Sir Philip Francis. 
But though all were agreed as to the absolute necessity of those 
judicial reforms, and there was not a dissentient voice except that of 
France, Lord Granville suddenly said that he would not act without 
France, and the whole thing fell to the ground. Lord Granville, in 
1870, held the opinion which Lord Clarendon and Lord Derby held 
before him. Her Majesty's Government could not doubt that the sys- 
tem which now prevailed in Egypt, with regard to suits in which fo- 
reigners on the one hand, and the people of Egypt on the other were 
concerned, was injurious to all ies, a8 it was certainly the warrant 
of any Treaty engagements. Her Majesty's Government, therefore, 
were willing to lend their aid to establish a better system ; but if the 
other Powers agreed in the same object why should we hold back be- 
cause France suddenly refused her consent? It was not right that we 
should be parties to a system which might have been very well of old, 
but was not suitable to the present time and was most injurious to 
British interests. What was the fact? Why, that out of a hundred 
ships ing through the Canal, seventy-nine carried the British flag. 
That Ganal the French had got so much into their hands that there 
was not a single employé connected with it that was not a Frenchman. 
They could close the Canal whenever they liked, and need not let a 
vessel enter until it had paid any dues they wished to charge with 60 
per cent. extra tax ; and then they said, ‘‘ You may bring your action 
against us; but when you do you must it into a French Con- 
sular Court.” He wanted to ask the noble lord what the Govern- 
ment had done, or what representations they had made after the 
decisions which had been given in the French Courts. Had they pro- 
tested against the authority of those Courts? The question of tonnage 
dues was comparatively unimportant. What was important was whether 
the Suez Canal being of such vital consequence to us, there wasa power 
of closing it against us, or of putting such tolls on our ships passing 
through as virtually to close it against us whenever the French chose. 
He had heard it said that if those tolls were collected for the future it 
would be impossible even for the Peninsular and Oriental Company to 
send theirshipsthrough. Millions of money had been spent since theopen- 
ing of the Canal in building ships fitted for the navigation of the Canal. 
Was that a matter which was of no concern to us? The policy now 
adopted by the Foreign Office was weakening our prestige in the East, 
and endangering our relations with India. This was a question of so 
much importance, that late as the hour was he had ventured briefly to

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
ROTTERDAM, APRIL 2. 

It is as though we were in the middle of the summer and the dog days 
near at hand. The last days of March were finer than ever, and the 
sunny days seem to influence the seemingly inexhaustible eloquence of 
the members of Parliament, who are still involved in the wearisome and 
fatiguing debate about the Judicial Reorganisation Bill. And they will 
not have ended these discussions before the Easter recess! It is indeed 
a waste of national tiie. Every member has his own ideas and princi- 
ples, and, as a matter of course, proposes amendments, which are as re- 
gularly out-voted. We had, however, a somewhat amusing intermezzo, 
amusing because our clerical members found opportunity to say all that 
rancoured in their hearts. The question was this. Some months agua 
young Protestant soldicr died at Breda. The Ultramontanes, who are 
fond of making proselytes, converted him, on his sick-bed, to the Roman 
Catholic Church. This fact was published; the papers made much 
noise about it ; and the Minister of the War Department issued a circu- 
lar in favour of the priests and clergymen visiting the military hospitals 
without aspecial permission. ‘This measure caused a general indignation 
amongst our clergymen, correspondence followed in our papers, and the 
result was an interpellation in the Second Chamber. This took place yes- 
terday. It was a theological debate in aptimz forma. The Minister of 
War, who certainly is a better soldier than a debater, said but a few 
words ; he tried to bring about a reconciliation, and partly succeeded ; 
the whole, however, proved to be a storm in a teacup. Too much honour 
was done to the memory of a converted witteboon, a nickname for 
young soldiers. 

The question of emigration to our East Indian colonies remains stil 
& matter of dispute, but if 1am well informed—and I believe I am— 
an experiment will be made on a small scale, and these emigrants will 
be directed to the high and hilly lands of Sumatra and Java, which are 
more fit for Europeans than the other parts of the colonies. The 
ci to the measure, however, foretel that such an undertaking 

ill cost a good deal of money and a number of lives. 

Last Thursday a meeting was held in Amsterdam of shareholders in 
the Netherlands India Dry-duck Company. The committee communi- 
cated that they had taken an important step forward since the last 
Meeting, when it was stated that the sum subscribed for was quite in- 
sufficient. Since then the manager had treated with an important 
English house, which will undertake to build both the docks, and con- 
sents to take such a number of shares in payment that only a sum of 
850,000 guilders remains to be covered. There is now capital enough 
to build and to transfer the docks, but the sum just named is necessary 
for the working capital. The question now was, can the company be 
considered constituted in the hope that the 350 m. will be subscribed 
for by the time it is required for building purposes ; but this proposal 
was outvoted unanimously. Till the lst of May the English house is 
bound to its engagements ; the managers will now endeavour again to 
find the necesaary money, and if it cannot be found India must do with- 
out docks. The Amsterdam papers strongly recommend our capitalists 
to invest part of their money in this undertaking, but I fear that this 
will have but little success. So much is certain, Rotterdam will 
not do more than it has already done to favour this undertaking. 
The warm opposition which the plans: met with in India has 
called forth sympathy here. On the other side one might say 
that\ so much money is thrown away in American railways, in 
Spanish and Turkish funds, that it would be all but nonsensical to run 
any risk by subscribing some thousands on behalf of these docks, Java 
has dune so much fur usa, has created here >» many capitalists, that it 
would be anything but reasonable to sacrifice—for that may be the 
right word—a trifling sum to ehow our interest in Java matters. 

Much astonishment was created here by a Reuter’s telegram dated 
from Penang Ist April, stating that Holland had declared war against 
the Sultan of the Empire of Atchin. Nothing was said about it in the 
official paper, which wis published yesterday evening. Perhaps some 
explanation will be asked for in to-day's sitting of the Second 
Chamber. ; ;

THE Hagus, April 4.—In to-day’s sitting of the Second Chamber the 
Minister of the Colonies, in reply tothe question of M. Niestrass, said 
that Holland had declared war against Atchin because that country 
continued its armaments and refused to give any explanation on the 
subject to the Commissioner of the Dutch Government. The Minister 
expressed his confidence in the sufficiency of the military and maritime 
forces, and added that foreign Powers were aware of all that had taken 
place, and had given satisfactory assurances.

THE STRAITS SETTLEMENTS AND THE 
COLONIAL SYSTEM. 

THE remarks which we recently made under the above 
heading, went to show that the checks provided by the 
Colonial system on the conduct of Governors in Crown 
Colonies were, in theory, worthless, considering the patron- 
age and power left in the Governor's hands over the 
officials, the incapacity and indisposition of the non-official 
element to run counter to his wishes, and the distance, 
consequent ignorance of details, and at best, tardy action 
of the Colonial Office. This general result would be 
abundantly proved by an appeal to the history of any 
Crown Colony, but the recent history of the Straits Settle- 
ments may well be taken in preference to any other, as 
the Colonial system is new there and has been watched 
with some care. For such a history, indeed, we should 
have neither time, room, nor sufficient materials ; but we 
shall take one or two leading topics of Colonial interest for 
our illustrations. With this object in view, we shall review 
to-day the history of “the only important work,” to borrow 
Lord KIMBERLEY’S words, which Sir HARRY ORD undertook 
—Government House. Though some of its history is still 
concealed from the public eye, the local press and Govern- 
ment Gazette, and the papers of the Straits Association, 
place at our disposal a good deal of accurate information, 
which, though scattered, admits of compression within 
reasonable limits, 

When Sir H. Orp arrived in the Straits in April, 1867, 
the Singapore Waterworks were unfinished, and urgently 
called for completion. But this was indefinitely postponed, 
and in May two unofficial members of the Legislative 
Council, “‘ with the Governor’s permission,” says the off- 
cial record, proposed that $42,000 should be appropriated 
to the purchase of a site for a Government House. This 
resolution was increased in July, again on the pone 
of unofficial members, to $100,000, to include the building 
and furnishing the house, and the laying out of the grounds. 
«« A Governor,” says Lord KIMBERLEY, “ does not escape 
‘from his responsibility, as regards the application of 
“‘ public money, by getting a vote proposed by an unofficial 
‘¢ member, instead of himself making the demand ;” and 
these resolutions were carried, not only without the pre- 
vious sanction of the Minister, contrary to the Colonial 
regulations, but without any estimate being laid before the 
Council, or even prepared. 

The work was at once proceeded with by the Colonial 
Engineer, Major McNair, who acted also during part of 
the time in question as aide-de-camp of the Governor, and, 
later, as Colonial Secretary. To provide the necessary 
labour, the convict establishments of the three Settlements 
were required to furnish every available hand. Penang 
and Malacca were deprived of a large number of convicts, 
and their roads and other works had to suffer in conse- 
quence. For materials Sir H. Orp found stacked at the 
Government kilns of Singapore a large store of bricks, 
which the municipal commissioners had bought for the 
drainage of the town, and he took possession of them for 
the future house. The commissioners remonstrated, and 
claimed their property ; but they were informed, with the 
support of a legal opinion, that as their very existence de- 
pended on the Governor’s pleasure—since he could pass an

ordinance to abolish them—they could have no recognisable 
rights against him. He offered, however, to return the 
very low price which they had paid for their bricks, 
$4,500, and they acquiesced. 

The land having been bought for $42,000, the estimates 
laid before the Legislative Council at the end of the year 
represented $58,000 as the amount remaining available for 
complete works, including stores and convict labour. In the 
following year the estimates represented this sum as having 
dwindled down to $6,500, and demanded $32,000 more, of 
which $23,000 were for cash payments and stores, and 
$9,000 were to be taken tn convict labour. This demand 
was, in effect, for $26,200 beyond the $100,000 which the 
Legislative Council had undertaken to grant, but after some 
expressions of regret at the unfortunate excess, the vote 
was passed without demur. 

When the Legislative Council re-assembled three months 
later, in February, 1869, they were presented with two 
papers, one signed by the Colonial-Engineer and the other 
by the Governor. The former represented that only 
$100,000 had been granted, and that $40,000 more were 
required to complete the work. He offered various excuses 
for this new demand. One was, that “no opportunity had 
‘“‘ been afforded him for making detailed estimates before 
“the work was begun ;” another, that “the Duke of 
“‘ EDINBURGH’S expected visit at the end of the year had 
“‘ made a coach-house, stables, kitchen, and servants’ room, 
“‘ besides much gas-fitting and bell-hanging, indispensable 
“ additions to a Government house.” Sir i OrD’s paper, 
deploring the ‘‘ mistake” as “unfortunate,” explained it 
by stating that the work had been undertaken “ under cir- 
cumstances requiring great haste,” and without any esti- 
mate having ever been made beyond the general one, that 
inasmuch as the Town-hall and Court-house had cost about 
seven and a half pence per cubic-foot, it had been con- 
jectured that the Government-house might be completed at 
the same price—including, of course, decorations and fur- 
niture, and the price of fifty acres of land and the cost of 
converting them into ornamental grounds. The Colonial- 
Engineer's statements were referred to a committee, con- 
sisting of himself and two non-official members, but their 
report did not notice the recent grant of $26,000. They 
praised the architectural excellence of the work, and recom- 
mended the grant of the money demanded—a recommenda- 
tion which was at once complied with. 

Neither Sir H. Orp nor any other official was more 
critical on the Colonial-Engineers’ figures than the Com- 
mittee ; but the public, the unofficial members, and the 
Secretary of State—to judge from what subsequently 
passed between him and the Straits Association—were at 
this time, and for months later, under the impression that 
the whole amount granted did not exceed $140,000. Thase 
who had any recollection of the vote of $26,000 fancied 
that the later sum had been granted in lieu of it. But as 
time went on, doubts began to arise, and at last Mr. 
RAMSAY SCOTT moved for a return to show what the Go- 
vernment House had really cost. This was furnished two 
months later, and it showed that the cost, down to the 
13th of October, 1869, “being the date on which the 
building was reported completed and handed over,” was 
$174,000, of which about $20,000 was the “approximate” 
value of the convict labour employed. 

The work, however, though handed over and reported 
complete, was, nevertheless, far from complete in fact ; and 
yet beyond the sum of $3,000, which was voted at the end 
of 1869 for a guard-house for the sentries, it was carried 
on without any further demand on its account. It was 
notorious that flocks of convicts were still at work on it, 
and it was obvious that any money needed for it must be 
charged to votes which had been granted for other pur- 
poses. It was noticed that the annual votes for the “répair 
of civil buildings” and for “roads and bridges” had been 
greatly increased in the estimates for 1870, while that for 
“unforeseen contingencies” had been doubled. The Straits 
Association called the Secretary of State’s attention to the 
matter, and by his order a Committee was appointed in 
July, 1870, consisting of Mr. J. W. Brrcu (the Colonial 
Secretary) and three unofficial members, to inquire into it. 
This body, we regret to say, suppressed the evidence which 
they took, and on which it must be presumed their report 
was founded, and their report is not the least remarkable

feature of this history. They professed inability to determine 
“with precision the amount actually granted by the Legis- 
lative Council—though the supply ordinances and estimates 
were as much within their reach as ours—but they came to 
the conclusion that itwas$150,000. They examined the ques- 
tion—in reference to which we italicised some words above 
—whether the original resolution to devote $100,000 to the 
work had been understood as including convict labour, and 
this they decided in the negative. They found that the 
whole cost amounted to $185,000 (of which $23,000 was for 
convict labour) ; that money to the extent of $4,700, which 
had been spent on Government-house, had been charged to 
the votes for the “repair of civil buildings,” and that $7,000 
had still to be'provided for. In effect they determined that 
the Governor had a right to appropriate convict labour as 
he pleased. As to the irregularity of charging Government- 
house expenditure on a vote intended for a different pur- 
pose, they attributed the mistake of the Colonial Engineer 


to his overwork, his necessary absence at times, the great | 


hurry of the work, and the deficiencies of his establishment ; 
and they gave him credit for the unconcealed manner in 
which the charges had been made. Certainly what little 
was brought to light was so far from being concealed that 
the headings of the charges invited attention to their irregu- 


larity ; but whether this extreme candour did not divert, 


attention from less patent irregularities*may be doubted by 
those fresh from a perusal of the various rumours and 
stories which appeared in the local press. That the Com- 
mittee put the cost of the work at a much too low figure 


will hardly be doubted ; and when it is borne in mind that | 


the price of bricks was taken at some 20 per cent. under 
the market value, that convict labour was estimated at less 


than half the current rates, and that there was every facility 


for making, and no means of checking, any charges on such 
votes as those for “materials for jail manufactures,” for 
“roads and bridges,” “unforeseen contingencies,” &c., it is 


impossible to estimate the actual cost at less than $230,000. - 


Unfortunately it has not only been a most extravagant 
work, and out of all proportion to the wants of the Colony, 
but it will be a permanent burden on its resources. 

What the Colonial Office thought of the action of the 
Governor and other officials, in reference to this object, re- 
mains unknown to the outer world. But whatis known is, 
that Sir H. Orb has continued in office down to the present 
time, and that the Colonial Engineer has not been among 
the least fortunate of officials, as regards the holding of 
acting appointments and pe pa advantageous leaves 
of absence. The story needs no comment. It shows what is 
the worth in practice of the three checks which are sup- 
posed to control the conduct of a Colonial Governor.

THE CHINA CONSULS’ REPORTS. : 

The Reports of Her Majesty's Consuls in China for the year 
1871 have been published. e give our usual résumé 

\ TIENTSIN. 

Mr. Consul Lay reports the total value of the foreign trade at 
this port in 1871 as about £8,300,741 sterling. This sum repre- 
sents the value of imports and exports of treasure as well as of 
goods in general, and includes both the sea traffic in forei 
veasels, and the overland trade with Russia wd Siberia, The 
net value of the whole trade in the preceding year was £7,657,373. 
An improvement of £446,735 thus becomes apparent. There 
was a considerable increase in the import trade during 1871, 
whilst the export trade, with the exception of the Russian over- 
land transit trade, decreased to the extent of £131,654. This 
last-named branch underwent an increase of £51,260, but did 
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not nearly recover the ground lost in 1870, when it fell about 
£318,160. 

The value of the imports from foreign countries and British 
colonies amounted, during 1871, to £414,619; and the foreign 

oods imported from the various treaty-ports reached £3,387,550. 

rey shirtings, English drills, and T-cloths show severally a 
considerable further increase, while in white shirtings there 
would appear to be aslight decline. English drills maintain 
their decided advantage over Dutch and American. In 1869, of 
Dutch alone there were sold more than thrice the amount of 
British make ; in 1871 the proportion was exactly reversed. 
But American jeans continue to increase steadily. All other 
cotton goods, with the exception of dyed and spotted shirtings 
and damasks, show a moderate, and in some cases a good 
advance. Woollens continued to decline. 

Turkey opium would seem to have deserted the market en- 
tirely ; not a pound of it has been imported since 1866. Indian 
opium maintained itself, but without increase. The local 
authorities, acting under instructions from the Central Govern- 
ment, have, it is alleged, been attempting to increase the tax on 
foreign imported opium. There is little fear of the importation 
of Indian opium undergoing a sudden decline as long as native 
consumers of the wealthier classes maintain their present 
|  herpepi They, one and all, declare for the superiority of 
' foreign-grown over Chinese opium ; but assert that even the 
| former is now nothing like so savoury as from 1860 to 1864. It 
| falls short in aroma and body. The poorer smokers mix a small 
quantity of the Indian drug with the inferior native article. 

The sudden transfer of cotton from the export to the import 
| Side is noteworthy. In 1866 the export amounted to 136,177 
piculs. As American importation recovered itself this quantity 

ell year by year to 719 piculs in 1870. In 1871 no less than 

7,980 piculs of foreign cotton were imported—a fact which may 
_ be the precursor of a largely increased demand. 
The direct imports from England, or British colonies, was 
, £263,784 ; the whole direct trade with foreign countries was 
£414,590. 

In exports, 1871 shows £630,441, against £518,528 in the pre- 
ceding year. Brick tea seemed to have almost driven black out 
of the market in the Russian transit trade. The Russian trade 
all but regained the high position reached in 1869. Formerly 
the transport from. Dinachow to Kiachta was exclusively by 
camels. Inquiries have now been made for traction engines for 
| the conveyance of trains of tea through the old North Pass, and 

thence along the plains through Mongolia to the Russian fron- 
‘tier. The Southern Pass, thirty miles from Peking, is impracti- 
| cable for anything but camels, mules, and pedestrians. There 
was some talk of a Russian line between Odessa and China, but 
the scheme had not taken definite form. 

The tonnage of British vessels advanced from 43,391 in 1870 
to 52,586 in 1871. Of the 123 British ships engaged in the trade 
78 were steamers to Tientsin. 

Mr. Lay concludes his report by animadverting with just 
severity on the neglect of the Chinese Government to remedy the 
defects in the navigability of the Taku bar and Tientsin river, 
pointed out by Mr. Consul Mongan so long ago as 1869. 

CHE-FOO 

Mr. Acting-Consul Mayers reports over the previous year 
both in imports and exports. e total estimated value of 
merchandise imports, native and foreign (including re-exports), 
was Tis. 6,515,586, and of exports Tls. 2,393,169. The re-exports 
amounted to Tis. 361,480, making a total movement of merchan- 
dise to the amount of Tls. 9,271,235, equal to about £2,781 ,370. 
Treasure to the amount of Tls. 3,274,487 was likewise exported. 
The increase however seems to be entirely due to Chinese 
imports, which rose from Tls. 1,339,354 to Tis. 2,295,184, while 
the total of foreign imports fell from Tls. 4,825,763 to Tls. 4,582,888, 

The total amount of tonnage inwards and outwards was 
486,663, an increase of about 14,000 tons over the previous 
year, which is chiefly due to the yearly augmenting traffic 
of the steam lines under the British and United States 
flags between this re Tientsin, and Shanghai. Four 

g vessels arrived from Australia during the year with 
cargoes of coal, and one from England witha ravtial cargo of 
eneral merchandise, but the bulk of the direct importations 
rom Great Britain were this year, for the first time, brought by 
steamer vd the Suez Canal. The general feature of the import 
trade was the increase of foreign merchandise, which, however, 
was accompanied by the downward tendency of prices. Of the

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The chief disadvantage of Chefoo is its distance from the actual 
distributing centres of the province. The majority of the Chinese 
traders, through whose agency foreign imports find their way 
into this and the adjacent provinces, reside from 60 to 180 miles 
from Chefoo, and comparatively few of them come even indirectly 
into communication with the foreign merchants established at 
this port, their connections in Shanghai being old-established, 
and they finding it to their interest to do business directly with 
their correspondents there. Another disadvantage to foreigners 
residing at Chefoo is the impossibility of obtaining information 
as to routes, demand, markets, &c. 

The export of silk increased ; especially in brown or wild raw 
silk, the product of the oak-leaf worm, which rose to three times 
the quantity of the previous year. 

The trade with Russian Manchuria employed a good deal of 
tonnage, though confined alinost exclusively to the pean tebe 
of sea-weed. Chefoo, however, from its situation may be consi- 
dered as the natural entre pét for the staple of exports from these 
Russian possessions, and in process of time, should the coun- 
try be thrown open, some valuable staples might be introduced, 
especially timber, the scarcity of which for building purposes is 
severely felt in the north of China, 

Though the materials for the proposed lighthouse at the extre- 
mity of the Shantuug promontory—a work urgently needed— 
arrived here early in the previous year, no steps had been taken 
towards its construction, notwithstanding that the Ist Jan., 
1872, was assigned two years before as the date for the exhibi- 
tion of the light. The entire absence of local control over the 
expenditure of the tonnage dues accounts for the postponement 
of this and other public works of the most pressing necessity. 
The Custom House accommodation is very limited, and harbour 
improvements urgently required. 

NEWCHWANG. | 

Mr. Consul Adkins reports that the trade of 1871 contrasted 
unfavourably with pw years. The business capabilities of 
the port were crippled by a monetary panic arising from over- 
trading and the scarcity of bullion. A bad harvest diminished 
the supply of the staple articles of export, and so affected in- 
juriously the foreign shipping interest. The direct trade with 
Great Britain was, however, steadily developing itself; and the 
trade of a port which, in a bad year, employed 69,933 tons of 
shipping at remunerative rates, must form an important element 
in the course of foreign trade in China; 33 per cent. of the coast- 
ing trade of Swatow is due to its connection with this port, and 
more than 50 per cent. of this trade is carried on by English 


shi 

the Chinese Government during the year expended a large 
sum of money in lighting and buoying the port. The temporary 
light-vessel, stationed otf the entrance of the Siam River, was 
replaced by the light-ship Viuchang, which was bwilt in London 
at a cost of £10,000, and which will be on her station all the 
open season, and will exhibit from sunset to sunrise a bright 
fixed catoptric light of the second order. The lantern is forty 
feet above the water level, and shows a light round the whole 
horizon, visible eleven miles from the deck of a vessel. During 
foggy weather a steam fog-horn is sounded. The pilots are ex- 
perienced and efficient, and the requirements of the port in the 
matters of lighting and pilotage have been fully met by the 
Chinese Government. , 

Mr. A. S. Harvey, Acting Interpreter, paid a visit to the coal 
districts of Hua-tzu-ling and Pén-hsi-hu. The former is a dis- 
trict some twenty li in length, running nearly north and south 
on a range of small hills to the north-east of Lido-yang, and con- 
taining numerous mines worked by firms employing from 10 to 
300 hands each. The most important of these is known as 
Ma-chia-k’ou, ninety miles from Ying-tze, and so marked on the 
map to accompany the Rev. A. Williamson’s Notes on Manchuria. 
The lowest price of the coal at the pit’s mouth was 109d. per 
133$ Ibs. At Pén-hsi-hu the price was a halfpenny lower, or 
about lds. 3d. per ton. The most inferior qualities—simpl 
coal-dust—are sold at from 34d. to 54d. per 133 lbs. at bot 
places. The mines at Pén-hsi-hu are larger and more numerous 
than those at Had-tzu-ling, and a large quantity of coal is con- 
sumed there in the iron factories and potteries. The nearest 
iron mines are twenty li from Pén-hsi-hu ; the best ore comes 
from Mido-kou-tzu, seventy li south of Pén-hsi-hu. The price 
was 114d. per tiao ; the ore of other mines could be bought as 
low as 8d. per tiao. Some of the coal from the mines here finds 
its way to Newchwang, where it sells at from 31s. 6d. to 49s. 6d. 
per ton. It is coming into use among the foreign residents, and 
is stated on all hands to be superior to Japanese and equal to the 
best Cardiff coal. 

Mr. Consul Adkins made a journey to Niuguta, in North East- 
ern Manchuria, of which he gives an interesting account. The 
chief matter of commercial importance, however, seems to be 
that he found most of the farmers growing opium, in addition to 
cereals and potatoes. The price of Niugata opium was Ts. 23, 
or £6 18s. for 100 liang, or 133 0z.—about the yield of an acre 
of ground.

Mr. Consul Caine reports a decided increase in the imports, 
while the exports reached a higher figure than was ever known 
since opening the port—Tls. 18,594,195, equalling £5,578,258. In 
foreign a eke notwithstanding a slight falling off in the total 
amount, a large increase is observable in almost every article of 
cotton piece goods. Grey shirtings alone showed 1,708,445 pieces, 
against 1,262,696 in the preceding year, and1,050,750 in 1869. 
Prices, however, fell for 87 lbs. grey shirtings from Tls. 2.22 in 
1869, to Tls. 2,19 in 1870, and Tls. 1.94 in the year under notice. 
Of the 1,708,000 pieces imported in 1871, 950,000 were imported 
by foreigners, against 500,000 pieces out of 1,262,000 in 1870. In 
T-cloths there was an increase of 50,486 pieces, nearly 100 per 
cent. on 1868. In drills an increase of 58,417 in English, and 
16,269 in Dutch, is noticeable. Fancy cottons fell off, ly 
from the flimsy texture, and partly from a change in the Chinese 
fashion. In handkerchiefs 22,189 dozens were imported in 
excess of the preceding year. Woollens continued to decline. 
Canilets fell off 20,712 pieces ; lastings, 2,103 ; long ells, 25,583 ; 
and Spanish stripes, 6,525. The cotton-padded garments every- 
where worn by the Chinese in winter are both cheaper and 
warmer than any woollens we can produce. Nor can any increase 
be expected in this branch. 

In cotton there was the enormous increase of 14,628,765 lbs. 
or 75 per cent. over the preceding year. Owing to the destruc- 
tion of the crops in Hupei and Szechuen immense importations 
took place from Keang-soo0, where the crop was unusually large. 
At first sight it would seem difficult to reconcile this large in- 
crease in native cotton with the equally large increase in foreign 
cotton goods ; but the cotton imported would probably more 
affect the trade of woollens (which has indeed decreased) than 
that of cotton piece goods. In silk piece goods there was a 
decline of 22,648 lbs. The total value of the foreign import 
trade for 1870 was £3,647,291, and of native £2,291,023. 
or a total of £5,938,314. The foreign import trade for 1871 
amounted to £3,638,158, and the native to £3,118,473, or a total 
of £6,756,631, being an increase of £1,181,683. The foreign 
exports, however, decreased £9,331 ; but tea was shipped on a 
much larger scale than in any previous year. The tea planta- 
tions in the Huguany provinces were extended, yet prices had 
advanced nearly 50 per cent. on the rates of ten yearsago. It 
is calculated that 600,000 chests (95 lbs. each) suited to the 
English market, were sent from here—an increase of 10,000 
chests over the preceding year. 

The Russian trade via Tientsin was less than in 1870, a con- 
siderable quantity having been diverted from that route by a 
direct shipment of 1,983,999 lbs. to Odessa. Australia took 
650,000 lbs. 

Sixty millions of pounds of tea having been shipped from this . 
port to Great Britain, the trade of Hankow in this article alone 
must have contributed £1,500,000 to the English exchequer. 
With an inexhaustible field of supply, an ever-increasing de- 
mand, and an annually more complete and direct means of com- 
munication, the Bae tea trade would seem destined to 
assume enormous proportions. : 

British tonnage had increased since 1869, but the American 
increase was steady and continuous, and completely over- 
shadowed the British flag. The American tonnage (of steamers) 
was 173,724, against 591,940 British. 

The opening of the Upper Yang-taze, impending for three 
years previous, and the establishment of a Consular establish- 
ment at I-chang. 363 miles above Hankow, were much discussed 
here. Some contend that such a step would reduce Hankow to a 
mere place of transhipment. It is expected that Szechuea men 
will buy oil their goods in Shanghai, but Mr. Caine thinks they 
will often find it to their advantage to purchase at a nearer 
market, I-chang would in one way undoubtedly benefit Han- 
kow, this port being at present destitute, with an overstocked 
market, of any outlet for its goods. This is the Chinese kuew, 
and prices are thereby kept down, to tle detriment of foreigners. 
Still better than I-chang, however, would be Chun-Hing, both 

litically and commercially, as being situated in the heart of 
Szechuen, and having now a large trade, it would be an admir- 
able place for the distribution of goods. 

Mr. Caine concludes his very interesting and exhaustive report 
with the following earnest appeal to our countrymen to take care 
that they do not allow their trade to be diverted from them by 
the competition of other European races :— 

“It is impossible to avoid remarking here how foreigners: 
other than British, are acquiring an increasing share of the com- 
merce at the various ports, and at Hankow this is taking place, 
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but not on such an extensive scale as elsewhere. China and the 
Cina trade are no longer exclusively in the hands of British 
merchants as formerly, the Americans, Russians, and North 
Germans benefiting by the results obtained in this Empire by 
the energy, the power, the courage and the statesmanship of the 
Great Britain of former days. tt behoves our countrymen to 
look to it. The haughty indifference which has tolerated this 
should be supplemented by more energetic measures. It is ab- 
surd to suppose we alone can retain the whole of the vast trade 
which will suon be carried on with this enormous err EN ; but 


we can, if we are prudent and energetic betimes, still hold in 
our a large proportion.” 
KIUKIANG. 


Mr. Acting Vice-Consul Baber reports a considerable falling 
off in the import of woollen goods, in consequence of high prices. 
Cotton piece-goods exhibited a satisfactory improvement, in spite 
of the disadvantages which this port labours under from the 
rivalry of Chinkiang and Ningpo. Transit passes having at 
length been issued directly through the Customs here, instead of 
being obtained, as formerly, indirectly from Chinkiang and Ningpo, 
there is little room to doubt that the trade will now follow its 
natural channel, and will assume largely increased proportions. 

Sugar shows a considerable falling off, which is attributed 
again to the competition of Chinkiang. Opium was imported to 
the extent of 2,063 piculs, against 2,110 in the preceding year. 
It is indubitable, however, that the demand has increased, being 
probably supplied from other ports. The extension of poppy 
cultivation indicates an increase in the consumption of native 
opium, but it is improbable that the native growth will ever 
seriously affect the Indian import. Native opium is so inferior 
that it is used only by the poorest classes, and for the purpose of 
adulterating the foreign drug. 

The black tea exported was more in quantity in 1871 than in 
any previous year. Brick tea showed an improvement, but green 
tea fell off for the two preceding years. A few steamers took in 
cargo from this port direct for England in 1871, and it was ex- 
pected that direct shipments would increase. 

The advantages that would result from the a of the 
Poyang Lake to steam navigation are earnestly dwelt upon. 
Steamers could reach Kiukiang from any of the Lake ports in 
seven hours, while native craft are often detained by contrary 
weather for as much as three weeks, besides arriving in a 

d condition. Mr. Baber also recommends that the vil- 
lage of Ta-ku-tang, on the banks of the Poyang, and fourteen 
miles from Kiukiang, should be included in the latter port. 
Ta-ku-tang has an excellent anchorage, and when, as cannot fail 
sooner or later to be the case, the Poyang is opened to steam 
navigation, it must become the rendezvous of the Lake trade. 

NINGPO. 

Mr. Consul Swinhoe reports a slight increase in the tonn 
under the British flag. The tonnage under the United States 
flag however still preponderates enormously, in consequence of 
the monopoly of the steam carrying trade between this port and 
Shanghai. The year 1868 saw the last of the competition 
between two rival companies, one British, one United States, 
when the latter, having bought up the whole material of the 
former, rendered itself at once master of the position. It must not 
be forgotten however that this company, though flying the United 
States flag, is essentially a cosmopolitan one, in which British and 
Chinese, with others, hold a very large proportion of the shares. 

The general import trade for 1871 was £2,165,517, against 
£2,237,812 in the preceding year—a decline attributable to the 
lower prices ruling than to a diminution in the quantity of the 
articles imported. Cotton piece - goods show an increase of 
84,737 pieces, but a decrease in value of £73,087. Importers 
must have suffered severely. A combination on the part of the 
natives to buy nothing except from their countrymen placed 
the foreign merchant at their mercy. In woollens a larger im- 
port and a lower total value are traced to the same causes. 

There is no sign of decline in the demand for foreign opium 
here. Year by year the supply is larger—this year to the ex- 
tent of £38,825. It would seem that the more the cultivation 
of the native drug increases, the greater becomes the apprecia- 
tion of our own. 

The export trade compared favourably with the previous year, 
valuing, in 1870, £2,188,972, and, in 1871, £2,692,945. The prin- 
cipal article of export is green tea, which supplies about seven- 
ninths of the whole amount. Raw cotton shows an increase of some 
Ts. 20,000 ; very little of this article is retained for manufacture, 
owing to the growing partiality for foreign cotton piece-goods. 

The import trade, with the exception of opium and some sugar, 
is almost entirely in the hands of the Chinese; and the same 
holds good in regard to the export trade without exception. 
Three-fourths of the staple, green tea, goes to the United States. 
Of the whole import trade, foreign goods engross five-sevenths. 
The total imports valued Tls. 7,218,323, while foreign goods pro- 
duced Tls. 5,228,166 ; and of these foreign goods it may be safely 
reckoried that the share of Great Britain and her colonies is at 
least Tls. 4,800,000. Three articles—opium, cotton piece-goods, 
and woollens—alone contribute Tls. 4,146,193. All these have 
shown a steady increase since 1867, though the total value of the 
imports has only risen in that time from Tls. 6,730,430 to Tls, 


7,038,610.

Orange Pekoe medium quality has been suld at 1s. 1d. to 1s. 2d. per Ib. 
Caper at the low rates current has led to more business. Foochow 
Scented Orange Pekoe, moderate transactions at late rates. Green: 
Sales have been less frequent, and there is nothing of interest to advise. 

Messrs. Percival and Co.’s Circular reports that the market has 
remained in a dull and depressed state during the whole of the past 
month, the present low scale of prices having failed to produce even an 
average amount of business, country buyers as a body being still under 
the impression that a hand to mouth system of buying is their safest 
policy. Deliveries have been somewhat interfered with by the near 
approach of the Budget, and the figures now closely approximate to 
those of last year at same date. 

Messrs. Capel and Co. state that the market has been very dull through- 
out the month, the demand both from the trade and exporters having 
been less than is usual at this period of the year. Importers generally, 
have been desirous of selling, and both privately and at public auction 
without reserve, prices have ruled in favour of buyers for nearly all 
kinds. The stock in the United Kingdom on the 31st ult. was esti- 
mated at 99,700,000 lbs., against 103,250,000 lbs. last year, and the 
quantity afloat (advices by letter) at 9,692,000 lbs., against 9,407,000 lbs. 
of China Tea. 

SILK. 


Messrs. Kilburn, Kershaw, and Co. report as follows :— 

Prices of China are at the present time at a standard which should 
induce more general buying ; there appears a willingness on the of 
the trade at large to step in, if only they felt sure of no further decline 
in prices ; with Red Peacocks at 21s. 6d., Blue Elephants at 22s. 6d., 
and best Chop 3rd. Tsatlee at 26s. 6d., China Silk must necessarily come 
more freely into consumption, and additionally so as the contrast be- 
tween the present rates of Asiatic and European Silks are so extreme, 
the latter being maintained at high rates. Canton Silk is equally dull, 
and it is difficult to make business at 15s. 6d. to 16s. for market Tsatlee, 
although these prices ought to be sufficiently low to stimulate consump- 
tion. Japan and Bengal Silks are less depressed, although business in 
both sorts is inactive ; fine and clean qualities sell fairly, but there is no 
movement in the lower qualities. Deliveries generally are rather better, 
especially as regards Chinas and Bengals, and the stocks of all show a 
slight decline as compared with the last returns ; still figures of Chinas 
and Cantons are very heavy. The deliveries since the lst inst. have 
been 180 bales China, 91 bales Canton, and 19 bales Japan.
